The well is about 60 feet deep A 


few years ago the land on which it is 
located v»as bought by a Mr Watkins, 
who, 
not liking the ••oniids that came 


from tho ^7ell, employed two men to 
fill it up 
They suo\eled dirt into the 


well two weeks, but it did not affect 
the depth of water perceptibly, and 
they threw up tho contract. From the 
measurements of the excavations they 
hadmadoit has been calculated that 
the well should ha\e been filled up a 
little more than twice. 


Tho water is \ery clear, with n bluish 


tint, and is fairly palatable. No other 
wells in the neighborhood show such 
pranks as are played by the "singing 
well."—Port Woith (Tex.) Cor. Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.
